““A bigindustry, carried on from start to finish by one man, is the zrowing of Lima 
Beans by Clinton Ayars, of Bridgeton, N. J., who plants 150 acres of this crop and 
cans all the beans from these acres. 

He begins to plant usually on May 10th and plants three acres each day to July 
15th. Beans planted after July 15th rarely mature before frost. As the Ayars 
factory can handle the products from three acres in one day, when the beans on the 
three acres planted on May 10th mature they are gathered and canned, and this pro- 
cess continues right on from day to day untill the entire crop is gathered and canned. 
Mr. Ayars worked for six years to get this system down to this fine point, and knows 
the best way to work. He cannot contract with farmers and get good results, as 
they would not plant in the order the beans are needed at the factory so he could 
save and use every bean by canning every day. For this reason Mr. Ayars has 
bought many acres and uses them for bean culture. There are only three men in 
New Jersey who follow this plan of from seed to can. One of them plants one 
thousand acres. Mr. Ayars would have no trouble in selling the beans from one 
thousand acres. Mr. Ayars knows just the kind of tertilizer to use to get the green 
beans in large*q@uantities. The reason he plants just three acres a day and harvests 
three acres a day and cans three acres a day is that three acres a day is_the capacity 
of his vining and. shelling machine. 

The rows are planted fifty inches apart for best results. The ‘Henderson’? Bush 
Lima Bean is used and the fields of it are a clean and pretty sight. A good 
vine growth is needed to shade the beans. Both hand and horse cultivators are 
used constantly to keep them free from weeds. When they are ripe a machine is 
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used to cut them off just beneath the surface of the ground. They 
are then forked up in piles about the same as a hay crop and carted 
to the factory in large wagons. They go through a thrasher and 
then women pick out the white beans and the rest go through a 
sieve to separate the green and small green. The vines and pods 
are carted from the factory back to the farm ‘for fertilizer. The 
plements contained in the green vines are just what is needed by 
the land.”

ANNUAL FLOWER SEEDS 


These complete the cycle of their existence, growing from seed to seed in 
one year. Many sorts require to be sown in some sheltered situation such 
as a greenhouse, cold frame, or window box about a month before they may 
be planted outdoors. This is necessary not only on account of their tender- 
ness, but also because they need more time for development, and by sowing 
thus early, the growing season is proportionately prolonged. Others may be 
sown where they are to stand, in which case they require careful attention 
for the first few weeks. 

Annuals offer a large field for selection, embracing plants of all kinds, from 
the modest Sweet Alyssum to the gorgeous Salvia, the majestic Ricinus, and 
dainty Cosmos. They are found in every conceivable shade of color, and are 
adaptable for growing as single specimens, or planting for large effect in 
clumps or masses, while others are well suited for making borders. 

While there is no class of plants that will survive better under rigorous 
conditions, yet in order to achieve the best results they should be planted 
where they can obtain ample sunlight, and may be easily watered. 

It is almost needless to urge the importance of careful weeding, as weeds 
usually grow more rapidly than the seedlings. If the rows are carefully 
marked when sown it will be easy to distinguish the weeds. 

A continuity of bloom may be secured by occasional sowings of snany

PERENNIAL FLOWER SEEDS 


The great charm of Perennials lies in their permanence. Once established 
they are a constant source of pleasure, and among the most interesting plants 
in our gardens, presenting a variety of form and color so great as to fit the 
for almost every conceivable purpose in the garden, Some may be m 
to thrive under most unkind conditions, while others require skilful culti- 
vation. 

Many plants of this class, notably Antirrhinums, have been so greatly 
improved by hy bridization during recent years, that they may now_be had 
in varying height, and in almost every shade of color. 

A very large proportion of the Perennial plants that may be grown from 
seed have great value as cut flowers, because of their great substance, which 
enables them to stand up well long after cutting. 

Notwithstanding their individual charm, they are most effective when 
planted in a mixed border, where by arranging them SE COUAS to height, 
color and season of flowering, an attractive display may be had from the 
earliest days of spring, all through the summer, and even after the first 
frosts herald the approach of winter. And so, week by week, as sure as 
the season revolves such a border will present new charms and revive old 
ones, the beauty of it growing with ever-increasing interest. 

Perennials are generally raised from seed sown from early spring to about 
August Ist, in the latitude of New York. 

Treated thus, they make strong plants which may be planted in a per- 
manent situation early enough in the fall to enable them to winter safely. 

In some instances plants will flower the first year from seed if sown 
quite early, but nearly all require a year to reach their full development.

These modern hybrid Antirrhinums have been elevated by popular favor from the plebeian 
“Snapdragon’’ rank of common flowers to a higher level. This marked change in the general 
estimation is the direct result of the evolutionary improvement for the past few years that has 
made the Giant Flowering Antirrhinum race so highly satisfactory for gardens, bedding, borders, 
pot culture, for house decoration, forcing for winter cut flowers, etc. The plants are of healthy 
robust growth, with deep green foliage, free and continuous blooming, producing long, graceful 
spikes of immense and durable pure colored flowers, either rich and brilliant or soft and dainty, 
as may be selected. Their continuous-blooming qualities, ease of culture and independence of 
heat and drought, and pure, bright colors, should entitle them to a permanent place in gardens.

spring-sown seed produces flowering plants by July, which continue to bloom in increasing 
profusion until frost. The flowers are nearly double the size of the older sorts. An effective 
bed may be formed by planting the center with the tall varieties and the outer rows with the 
semi-dwarf; planted in a combination of separate colors the effect is very beautiful—although 
even a ‘‘Mixed”’ bed is a feast for the eyes; the plants should be placed 9 inches apart each way. 
Pinching out the tops—although it delays the beginning of flowering—forces the plants to 
branch low and ultimately gives better results.

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ANNOUNCEMENT 


It is with much regret we announce the closing of our greenhouse establish- 
ment in Jersey City, N. J. This was brought about by the prevailing con- 
ditions, both local and general. The loss of men in our seed department, 
who have gone into the service, compelled us to transfer men from the 
greenhouse department to fill the vacancies thus created. Our seed depart- 
ment has thus been strengthened by the addition to it of men trained 
in soil operations, most of them having been in our employment for 
twenty years or more. In reaching our decision to close the greenhouses, we 
were influenced very largely by the fact that it would be necessary for us to con- 
centrate our energies upon the production and distribution of garden and farm 
seeds, which is by far the most important part of our business. It is also vitally 
important to the country that the seed supply be continued unimpaired as far 
as humanly possible at this time. In the present crisis the food supply of the 
country is the paramount consideration. 


We will still maintain our trial grounds for vegetable, grass, grain and 
flower seeds, and operate our greenhouses for seed-testing purposes, as many 
as may be required, so that all the safeguards drawn around our seeds, both as 
to purity and germination, will be maintained as in the past. 


We will abandon entirely the growing and sale of plants, both greenhouse 
and outdoors, but will continue to produce and develop select strains of seeds 
at our grounds as formerly. 


We wiil also continue to sell bulbs and flowering roots, such as Gladioli, 
Tuberoses, Cannas, Dahlias, etc., devoting special attention to these.

The Ball Celery Bleaching Tubes are of specially manufactured heavy 
Paper, waterproofed, and with care may be used over and over again for 
several years. The celery plant is simply drawn together and the tube 
slipped over it (if the Spring Brass Celery Handler is also used it facilitates 
the operation); all light is then excluded and the celery blanches beauti- 
fully in from 10to 15 days’ time. If there are any openings beneath the tube, 
an inch or two of soil drawn around the tubes will shut out the light. 
Celery blanched with tubes is sweeter and cleaner than that blanched by 
banking, for there is no earthy flavor as with the latter, and no soil 
with the frequent accompaniment of worms gets down into the heart 
stems; and besides celery may be had for the table very much earlier 
in the fall, because by using tubes they may be placed over the plants 
at any time after the celery is large enough, even in hot, moist weather 
which would cause banked celery to rot. The free circulation of air around 
the plant inside the tube allows it to dry out quickly aftera rain. Customers 
who use these tubes place a few for first early—say, 12 or 25 tubes over as 
many plants—and in a week or 10 days later tube another lot of plants, then 
as the tubes are removed from the first lot they are placed over other celery 
plants; in this way a continuous supply of fresh, crisp, sweet and delicious 
celery is always ready for the table until freezing "weather. For the benefit 
of those who have used only the soil method of bleaching we mention that 
celery should be nearly full-grown before putting on our bleaching tubes. 
At this time, with plenty of moisture, heart growth is very rapid. Under 
these conditions celery will often be in prime condition in from 8 to 14 days 
after putting on the tubes. 

These bleaching tubes are generally used on early celery in the Northern 
and Middle States, also in the South where the temperatures are too high for 
soil bleaching. For best results they should not be used for bleaching when 
freezing temperatures occur at night. They bleach best when outside tem- 
perature is from 50 to 75 or more degrees. If you desire to bleach the green 
or late varieties of celery it is best to put on the bleachers a week or more 
earlier so as to give a longer period for the growing of the heart, as the outside 
stalks don’t bleach very well.. All plants should, of course, be large enough 
to reach above the top of the bleaching tubes at the time that you put them on. 

Green celery treated in this manner makes a superior product. For the late 
or winter crops where a clean and superior celery is desired these bleachers 
can be put on just before banking with soil; they will prevent dirt from enter- 
ing the heart of the plant. When used in this manner the bleachers can be 
only used once, but the superior results—sanitary cleanliness and freedom 
from dirt—more than compensate the cost, especially for private use. 

The 6x12 size is usually used on medium or average size celery; the 614x 
13 for large stalks. The 7x14 is best for very big celery, especially the green 
varieties, which usually grow much larger than the self-blanching kinds. 

The bleachers should hug the celery close, but not tight. If an unusually 
large plant is encountered trim off a few leaves

“Everything for the Garden’”’ for 1918. 


We have chosen as an appropriate subject for our front cover this 
year, a garden that recalls memories of the great services rendered to 
our country in its struggle for its independence by the Marquis de 
Lafayette and his companions in arms. 


It pictures the visit of Lafayette to the mansion at Westover, Va., 
the home of Evelyn Byrd. The birthday of the famous general was 
celebrated last fall (Sept. 6, 1917), in the principal cities and towns of 
America by public exercises, banquets and meetings, and an associa- 
tion headed by prominent public men as trustees, was formed, to pur- 
chase and set apart forever, as a memorial, the ancestral chateau of 


the Lafayettes in France. The sentiments entertained by Lafiseies 
toward our nation may be judged from a letter he wrote to his wife, 
from on board the ship which bore him to our shores and in which the 
following passage occurs: 

“Whilst defending the liberty I oie: I shall enjoy perfect freedom 
myself; I but offer my services to that interesting Republic trom motives of 
the purest kind, unmixed with ambition, or private views; for happiness 
and glory are my only incentives to the iask. 

“TI hope that for my sake, you will become a good American, for Riad) 
feeling is worthy of every noble heart.”
